Cracks and Leaks Are Rapidly 
Marring Appearances of Lee, 
Walker, English, Ashby, Hill 
and Georgia Avenue Build- 
ings—‘“‘Disgusted Over Con- 
dition of Schools,’ Says W. 
O. Stamps. 


As a result of poor workmanship, or 
inferior materials, or both, six of At- 
lanta’s recently constructed public 
schools are rapidly falling to pieces, 
and it will require thousands of dol- 
lars to put them in repalr. 

The English avenue school, which 
cost the city $44,799.85 for work so far 
dene, is in such a bad shape that it will 
take weeks of work to give the new 
and satisfactory appearance which be- 
long to a school@ building which has 
been in use but few months. The 
plastering is falling off in big hunks. | 
It is cracked from ceiling to floor in 
corridors and class. rooms.> The side 
Walls are discolored and ruined from 
leaks which have appeared everywhere, 
and principal and pupils are in dally 
fear of having their heads cracked by 
falling plaster.

eye on every floor. 

“The Hill street school, erected for 
the sum of $46,882.48, presents the 
same appearance of deterioration, fall- 
ing and-eracked plastering, leaks and 
discoloration spoiling the appearance 
of the schooL 

The Lee street school, while not so 
bad, also has leaks, and the plastering 
is elready falling and cracking. 

Worst of the Number 

The Georgia avenue school, which 
cost $48,793.89, is one of the worst of 
the number, innumerable leaks and 
falling plastering rendering it both un- 
sightly and unsafe. 

In the Home Park school and others, 
_ the deterioration is jugt beginning to 
show. . 

In some, repairs have already been 
made, and every effort has been made 
to stop the ravages of the weather. 

That this is due in some instances 
to inferior material and in all to poor 
workmanship, is the opinion of F. A. 
Quillian, chairman of the bond com- 
mission, who has stated that, unless 
the various contractors satisfactorily 
repair the defects which have appear 
ed, he will advise council to sue t 
contractors on the amount of their 
bonds. 

Colonel W. BR. Daley, president of the 
board of education, said: “1 certainly 
do not think that the material and the 
workmanship come up to expecta- 
tions.” He declined to state just where 
the responsibility for discrepancy be- 
tween the expectations of the board 
and the ac@ma! results should be placed. 


Ww. O. Stamps, a member of the board 
eof education from the first ward, ex- 
pressed the greatest disgust at the 
condition of the schools of his ward 
and those in other ‘wards. 

“The matérial In the Walker Stre€t 
school is absolutely of no account,” 
declared Mr. Stamps. “The bricks are ‘ 
eliready crumbling; the cement is giv- 
ing way, and the school is altogether 
in bad shape.” 

“The architects are really to blame 
for the situation,” said Mr. Stamps, 
“for they were paid a fee for supervis,/|,; 
ing the work. That such defects 
sheuld appear in al] the schools indi- 
cates most clearly that there was not/, 
@ proper supervision demanding that 
good work and proper material be put 
into the buildings.” © 

By request Mr. Stamps loaned his 
automobile for a trip to the various 
‘gchools and accompanied a representa- 
tive of The Constitutién on an inspec. 
tion tour. 

The English Avenue school is one of 
the worst of the schools. On severai 
occasions the principal and the chii- 
dren have barely escaped a heavy fall | ; 
of plastering. In the principal's office 
are large ugly patches. In one of the 
classrooms fully one-tenth of the ceil- 
ing is a gaping hole where the plas- 
tering hag fallen away, leaving the 
lathing exposed.

RULE BY COMMISSION 
PROPOSED IN SAVANNAH 


Savannah, Ga., May 9.—-The commit- 
tee of representative Savannahians to- 
day submitted to Mayor George W. 
Tiedeman a tentative plan for a com- 
mission form of government for Sa- 
vannah. 

The scheme provides for a mayor } 
and four aldermen to be elected every 
four years on a general ticket, not by 
wards. They are to give their entire 
time to the city, the mayor receiving 
$6,000 per annum and the aldermen 
$4,800 each. Provision is made for 
city primaries, civil service boarg to 
protect firemen and police, afterward 
extending to all the branches of the 
service.

PRELIMINARY REPORT

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HE PAID IN FULL. 


It seems to us that the senate committee charged with investi- 
gating the Titanic tragedy has acted rather hastily in placing the 
major part of the blame for that catastrophe upon Captain Smith, 
of the lost vessel. Unquestionably, he was accessory to a large ex- 
tent, but as it has never been conclusively established just how 
specific were the warnings of nearby icebergs that reached him, the 
part of wisdom would have been to qualify the condemnation, vis- 
ited upon him. With the committee's findings to the effect that 
the board of trade of London was remiss in requiring fewer life- 
boats on the ship than would accommodate passengers and crew, no 
fault can be found. Upon this point, the board itself seems inclined 
to acknowledge culpability, and the various lines are of the.r own 
volition going outside the letter of the law to safeguard their pas- 


sengers. 


As regards Captain Smith—he has paid in full. The most re- 


liable evidence is to the effect that he could have saved himself, had | 
he been so minded. But he chose the course of all brave men, swam | 
back to the doomed vessel after he had helped launch a lifeboat and | 
went down with the Titanic. As much cannot be said for others 
higher in station and authority than he.

ANOTHER ANTI-GUN-TOTING JUDGE. 


Judge Robert Hodges, of the city court of Macon, has followed 
in the footsteps of several other members of the judiciary in Geor- 
gia, determined that pistol<toting shall be lessened in Georgia, if 
rigid enforcement of law will do it. The other day he gave a con- 
victed gun-packer a year in‘the penitentiary without the alternative 
of a fine. It is a Safe assertion that this, particular offender will 
emerge from his sentence with a more wholesome respect for the 
literal meaning of the statutes. 

All judges in Georgia may well follow this course, without re- 
gard to the color line, either. There are more pistol-toters among 
negroes than whites, but both classes menace society equally and 
without warrant. The era should be past when private quarrels 
are arbitrated by gun play, in Georgia at least. The state’s show- 
ing in this respect is a blistering indictment of the impotence of law 
as against law violators. It is not as though detections and appre- 
hensions were lacking—and even here the law breaks down. But 
out of the hundreds arrested every year for carrying concealed 
weapons a large number escape scathless, a larger number get off 
with a nominal fine and a small percentage receive inadequate sen- 


tences on the public works. 

Withdrawing the alternative of a fine, and applying the limit 
of the law in a few cases, will put a period to a practice that placards 
Georgia in the eyes of civilization. It will likewise encourage other 
states to adopt measures similarly repressive. 
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A CHANCE FOR ONE-HORSE FARMERS. 


The Hon. J. D. Price, of Oconee, will find he has struck a sound 
chord in Georgia when he declares the state should pay more at- 
tention to the one-horse farmer. The Constitution has often ad- 
vocated the breaking up of large plantations and the selling of small 
farms upon conditions available to the man of moderate means. 
To this philosophy Colonel Price accedes, asserting, with truth, that 
the one-horse farmer is one of the state’s leading assets; and as 
such should be nursed and developed. 

The man who owns and operates an agricultural principality 
is absolutely able to take care of himself. He generally has a re- 
serve in the bank, can hold his cotton indefinitely and is in a posi- 
tion to dictate terms to his tenants or “croppers.” It is the latter 
class, or even the one-horse farmer who owns his land, that most 
needs the intelligent co-operation of both state and federal gov- 
ernments. 

The primary idea should be to build up a class of small farm- 
owners in \Georgia. The man who has unrestricted control of his 
acres is a much more productive farmer, a more progressive and 
alert citizen, than he who rents or shares his output with the land- 
lord. Any measures that make to that end inure to the ultimate 


welfare of the state. 


FLOOD RELIEF STILL NEEDED 


Reports from New Orleans indicate that conditions in the flood- 
ed districts of the Missisippi valley instead of improving are be- 
coming aggravated, and that the need of outside relief daily becomes 
more urgent. 

When first the call went out from the afflicted territory the 
people of Atlanta, on The Constitution’s initiative, responded. 
quickly. Garments to the number of 10,000 were gathered and dis- 
patched post-haste to the inundated regions, Since then local and 
state contributions have been steady and generous. 

It seems now, however, that demand upon our sympa- 
thie’ is still of an urgent and legitimate nature. Answer should. be

Civie Resolutions. 

The report of the committee on reso- 
lutions, which was adopted in its en- 
tirety, Was a summing up of what the 
federation, with its greater leisure to 
study municipal needs, would ask of 
the city government. 

Addressed in all modesty to the city 
the resolutions called atten- 
tion to the fact that the beauty of the 
city. is marred by the irregularity of 
the building line, and (1) urged an 
ordinance to secure conformity; they 
suggested (2) an enforcement of the 
law against spitting in the _ streets; 
begged (3) that no delay be al- 


posed crematory, which is so im- 
portant to the health of all citizens. 

The next (4) recommendation was 
that more stringent laws be made to 
protect the city’s shade trees, that they 
may not be used for hitching posts. 
Suggestion 5 referred to the mosquito 
nuisance, and called for its suppres- 
sion by the pouring of oi) on ponds in 
and around the city. 

Resolution 6 relates that, while the 
ordinance regarding drinking cups has 
been passed, no free drinking cups are' 
provided in railway stations, and s0, | 
the convenience of the stranger | 
within the gates, it was proposed that | 
sanitary drinking fountains be placed. 

Resolution No. 7 called attention to 
the unsightliness of many vacant lots, 
and suggested that the city secure the 
permission of owners to equip these 
lots for playgrounds, thus making 
them sightly, and saving the city con- 
siderable revenue that would otherwise 
have to be expended in the purchase of 
park tracts. 

What the Clubs Are Doing. 

As for the club reports themselves, 
which stated in brief and official form 
what women in organization are doing, 
it was a wonderful marshaling of the 
streneth of women in co-operative 
effort. 

So varied and extensive was the ac- 
complishment of the organizations re- 
ported on, that it would seem to leave 
no line of need untouched, educational, 
civic, philanthropic, cultural or re- 
formative. 

And to say that no line of need re- 
mains untouched is too light a way to 
speak of the substantial and system- 
atic handling the reports showed these 
federated. women are giving every 
problem they attack. True, their ma- 
terial resources were shown in be in 
many cases quite limited; but even 
with the barest of resources or with 
only determination, they have done a 
tremendous amount of actual accom- 
plishment. 

The federation reports. themselves 
would furnish texts for scores of ser- 
mons of example far more powerful in 
their interest and healthier in their 
influence than the preaching generali- 
ties gleaned by superficial observations 
which are a cheap method of preaching 
appeal, but gain the hearing of seekers 
after low sensationalism. 

Clothing and Care. 

The Needlework Guild, which, with 
a week's notice, gathered ten thousand 
second-hand garments and five hun- 
dred new ones for the Mississippi flood 
sufferers, besides their regular rou- 
tine of supplying hundreds of garments 
every year for the charitable institu- 
tions of the city, and individual cases, 
was one instance reported of the good, 
Atlanta women are doing. 

The care of the incurable; the care 
of helpless and homeless old women; 
of homeless chil tren, of children whose 
mothers, at work all day, find in-Shel) 
tering Arms not only a place to leave 
the little ones in their absence, but 
instruction for them and the tendorest 
solicitude, mental, physical and moral; 
while the Orphans’ Ald Society looks 
after the children in the Hebrew home 
and supplies them -not only clothes, but 
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ties” and introduction to the family 
circle—these are a few of the activi- 
ties of Atlanta women. 

Then, there was the report of Miss 
Eckert, of the Young Woman's Chris- 
tian Association, Which seeks the social 
welfare of the young business women 
of Atlanta in giving them healthful] re- 
creation and guides them in unselfish 
work for others. It provides with a 
home as many as possible who need it, 
and has served during the past year 
71,500 midday meals, besides giving 
rest room and library advantage to 
5,000. It has provided lessons in every 
Fractical line desired, and helped to 
fit £°0 girls this year to earn their 
Support. It has provided spiritual aid 
in Bible classes downtown, and also in 
the factories, these lessons also bring- 
ing into the night school most of the 
pupils enrolled. 

Nearly every club in the federation 
—even those organized purely for in- 
tellectual diversion or study—reported 
contributions to the several education- 
al causes fostered by the federation, 
including the Tailulah Falls Industrial 


' school, for which $725 in denations wag 


reported by Mrs. W. B. Price-Smith, 
chairman of the Tallulah Falls school 
committee of the city federation. 

Mrs. 'W. Woods White, reporting for 
the Atlanta Woman’s Club, stressed its 
manifold meaning to women and its 
value especially along educational, 
civic and industrial lines, and she 
backed up with figures some of the 
achievements of the organization, 
wh.ech has expended this year over 
$1,200 for educational purposes. and 
over $1,100 in its increased endeavor 
in prison and jail work. 

The civic clubs of the various wards 
made significant reporfs, giving with 
more or less detai] the story of their 
splendid achievements in cleaning and 
beautifying their sections, and raising 
the civic ideal in their wards, notably 
among the school children, who are 
forming in civic leagues. 

The Woman's Auxiliary to the Typo- 
graphical Union, which was the first 
organization of its kind in the world, 
now a member of a national 
auxiliary of far-reaching influence, had 
an issue of The Journal of Labor to 
report to its credit, besides other ac- 
tivities, 

Mrs. Frederick Hodgsdn, of the Anti- 
Tuberculosis Asociation, urged the 
unceasing activity of the federated 
clubs in all the welfare work already 
On foot as a powerful aid in the work 
of stamping out tuberculosis, and gave 
striking figures in her report. 

The work of the Girls’ High School 
Alumnae <Asociation, of the Ladies’ 
Auxillary, ¥. M. C. A., of the Woman's 
telief Corps, G. A. R., were full of in- 
terest. 

Mrs. Nellie Peters Black’s report of 
the free kindergarten achievement was 
that of one of biggest lines of 
work being supported. by Atlanta 
women. No less important than the 
work for the children is the reaching 
out of the Kindergarten to the aid of 
the mothers, whose responsive spirit 
made a vital chapter in Mrs. Black's 
story. 

The list of benefits made possible 
through the Council of Jewish Women 
included aid to almost every branch of 
work under the eye of the federation, 
and, in. fact, every report carried so 
much of value as to vie with every 
other.

Other features of the meeting were 
an inspiring talk by Mayor Winn on 
what the women of Atlanta can do, 
and what is the real appreciation of 
the city for what they are doing, and 
an interesting little talk by Mr. James 
R. Nutting, member of the city coun- 
cil. 

Mrs. J. K. Ottley defined and stressed 
the value of federation in a forceful 
little address leading up to brief com- 
ment on the public school yard im- 
provement contest, and its taking over 
by the Atlanta Art Association as one 
of its very practical interests. 

She announced also the receipt of a 
letter from Mrs. John Hays Hammond, 
chairman of the welfare committee, 
National Civic Federation, which will 
be published in full on The Consti- 
tution’s club page next Sunday. 

Beautiful music was contributed by 
Mr. Kurt Mueller and Mr. Georg Lind- 
ner, and Mrs. Seely closed her adminis- 
tration with graceful words of fare- 
well.

Cedartown, Ga., May 29.—(Special.! 
In the following statement, William 
Bradford, district agent of the Boys’ 
Corn Club work, calls attention to the 
enormous tax Georgia farmers pay Dy 
buying corn grown in the west, rather 
than by growing it themselves: 

“Many farmers in Georgia are buy- 
ing corn this year at $1.25 per bushel, 
fall payment. Corn was made in this 
state and this congressional district 
last year by one of the corn club boys 
at 10% cents per bushel. The average 
cost per bushel of corn made by more 
than 50 boys in different parts of the 
State last year was under 24 cents per 
“bushel. 

“Besides the enormous tax upon 
Geo" farmers that is represented 
by ,fe difference between the present 
p@-e of corn and the necessary cost of 
producing it here at home—a tax which 
aggregates many millions annually— 
we suffer the ever-present menace of 
eating and feeding the unsound corn 
that is shipped here from the west. 

“Is this not an economic error of suf- 
ficient magnitude to command the seri- 
ous attention of all who feel the least 
interest in the health and prosperity 
of our people, and to enlist their 
earnest aid in. correcting it? 

“One safe, sure and pleasant way 
for lessening this unwise practice of 
buying corn at four or five times the 
cost of producing it is for everybody 
to encourage the work of the Boys’ 
Corn Clubs. These boys are certainly 
pointing the way for our emancipa- 
tion from an agricultural habit that 
has neither apologists nor defenders. 

“We have the names of nearly 10,090 
Georgia boys on our rolls who are will- 
ing and eager this vear to prove again, 
by actual demonstration on the farin, 
that no farmer’s corn need cost him 
more than 25 cents per bushel, if he 
will only go about.produeing it in 
right way.

Just prior to adjournment Franklin 
testified that he met Darrow at a 
local cafe, where the latter was dining 
with Lincoln Steffens, the magazine 
writer. At that time, he said, Darrow 
took from his pocket what purported 
to be a list of the ninth McNamari 
venire. 

“He called my attention to 
names on the jist,” said Franklin, 
Said ‘that looks better than 
Other.’ ”’ 

One of the names was Lockwood, 
said the witness. He was not asked 
the other. Darrow, he said. told him 
to take the Hst and compare it with 
his list of prospective jurors. and get 
his men busy investigating the list. 

Franklin continued his testimony re- 
garding the manner in which he had 
corrupted Robert F. Bain, the rst juror 
sworn to try the McNamara cage, and 
before he was asked regarding the 
Lockwood affairs, Assistant District 
Attorney Ford, who conducted the ex- 
amination, inquired as to Franklin’s 
conversation with Darrow. Franklin 
Said he had discussed the list of all 
prospective jurors with Darrow the 
day after he had obtained the list, 
which, he said, had been given him by 
Judge Bordwell, presiding in the Me- 
Namara case, 

“He asked me about those on 
list whom I kne, personally,” said 
Franklin. “I told him there were 
about. twenty-five I knew, and could 
talk with personally. Mr. Darrow al- 
ways impressed upon me that he was 
eager to win the McNamara case, be- 
cause it was the most important case 
of his life, and probably the last case 
he would try.” 

The witness said he told Darrow 
that Lockwood was one of the men he 
could s@€e personally. 

“I told Mr. Darrow that I could talk 
to Lockwood,” said Franklin.

QUT ON STRIKE 


Hundreds of Patrons Dinnerless 
in Swell Gotham Hostelries, 


Waiters Walked Out at Signal 
as Would-Be Diners Were 
Waiting to Be Served--Wait- 
ers Strike for the Recogni- 
tion of Their Union. 


New York, May 29.—The first seri- 
ous strike New York hotels have ex- 
perienced occurred tonight when the 
waiters walked out of the Waldorf- 
Astoria, the Gotham, the Breslin and 
Rector’s in the midst of the evening 
dinner hours, leaving hundreds of 
hungry patrons in the lurch. Approxi- 
mately 800 waiters and cooks from 
these four well-known hotels simul- 
taneously went on strike and with 
those who had joined previous strikes 
at the Belmont, the Knickerbocker 
and Churchill’s, make a total] of over 
1.200 who have actively participated 
in the fight for higher wages and bet- 
ter working conditions. 

Demand Recognition of Union Men. 

The hotel managements, as repre- 
sented by the hotel association, prac- 
tically had surrendered to most of the 
demands of their employees before 
tonight’s. strikes began, but without 
recognition of the new international 
hotel workers’ union, which claims to 
have enlisted a membership of 12,000 
hotel employees here during the last 
few weeks. The strikers demand 
recognition of their union and in- 
creased wages. 

Manned by a skeleton 
Waldorf tonight managed to 
most of its patrons, but not without 
delays, confusion and general embar- 
rassment. It was estimated that 1,500 
would-be diners were at tables in the 
various rooms there when the strike 
was called by a prearranged whistle 


signal.

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LAWYERS PAID 
FOR ARCHBALD 


Judge's Clerk Held Up the 
Bat for Vacation Fund. 


Washington, May 29.—-Members of 
the bar who practiced before Judge 
Robert W. Archbald, of the court of 
commerce, when he was United States 
district judge at Scranton, Pa., con- 
tributed to a fund for a vacation trip 
to Europe for the judge, according to 
testimony given the house committee 
on judiciary today by John T. Lani- 
han, of Wilkesbarre, a former member 
of congress. Mr. Lanthan contributed 
$10 or $25, he could not remember 
which, at the solicitation of FE. W. 
Searle, clerk of Judge Archbald'’s court, 
Another law firm in Wilkesbarre, he 
said, did likewise. 

That Archbald received the money, 
Mr. Lanihan was convinced. He said 
he received a letter from the judge 
from Europe thanking him for his con- 
tribution. 


Wanted $2,500 for Arechbald. 


Former Representative Lanihan also 
told the committee of an effort by W. 
W. Kissinger, whom he had represent- 
ed in a case before Archbald, to get 
him to discount a note for $2,500. 

“I asked him what he wanted with 
the money,” said Mr. Lanihan. “He told 
me that he was interested with Judge 
Archbald in a Honduras gold _= mine, 
and wanted to use the money there. I 
would not grant his request, because 
I did not think the directors of my 
bank would lend the money for such 
an investment."’ 

Albert H. Walker, an attorney, testi- 
fied to his part in the proceedifigs in 
New York when Judge Archbald ac- 
cepted the nolo contendre, pleas of 
officials of the so-called wire trust 
and fined each of them $1,000. 

Mr. Walker said he had written to 
Judge Archbald after this decision 
warning him against such small fines 
for big offenders. He also said he de- 
clined appointment as an attorney to 
institute impeachment proceedings 
against Judge Archbald at that time. 


Archbald Kind to L. and N. 

Another phase of the inquiry was 
brought out through Helm Bruce, of 
Louisville, Ky., counsel for the Louis- 
ville and = Nashville ratlroad, Mr. 
Bruce produced letters which showed 
that Judge Archbald sougnt informa- 
tion from the attorney and permitted 
him to file what was conceded to be 
an “additional brief’ after an import- 
ant case had been submitted to the 
court for decision and to Judge Arch- 
bald for the written opinion. 

The case was known as the New Or- 
leans board of trade case. It involved 
freight rates from New Orleans to 
Montgomery, Ala., and Mobile. It was 
one of the first appeals from the in- 
terstate commerce commission to the 
newly-created court of commerce and 
its chief point was a question of juris- 
diction. 

Mr. Bruce read a letter from Judge 
Archbald asking him to see C. G. 
Compton, traffic manager of the Louwis- 
ville and Nashville, and get from him 
what he meant by an answer he had 
made in his testimony to a commis- 
sioner. Judge Archbalds letter pointed 
out that Mr. Compton's answer did not 
conform with the context of the testi- 
mony. Mr. Bruce also read his letter 
of reply to Judge Archbald, contain- 
ing a statement that Mr. Compton said 
he was erroneously reported, and that 
his answer should be directly opposite 
to that contained in the record. 


Filed an Additional Argument. 

Later Judge Archbald wrote Mr. 
Bruce from Florida, where he was so- 
journing on a houseboat, and asked for 
an amplification of a statement con- 
tained in the Louisville and Nashville 
brief which seemed at variance with 
testimony. Mr. Bruce replied with a 
4,000-word letter. It set forth the 
judge's questions and answered each in 
detail and at length. 

Mr. Bruce admitted that his letter 
was an argument, a kind of brief, and 
that, so far as he knew, it had not 
been submitted to opposing counsel. 

Representative Webb asked Mr. 
Bruce if .he had ever Known a judge 
to ask for such information before. Mr. 
Bruce said he had known of judges 
who consulted counsel. 

“Was this not an unusual proceed- 
ing?’ asked Mr. Webb. 

“I think it was unusual,” answered 
the railroad attorney. 

Mr. Bruce also wrote a letter to 
Judge Archbald thanking him after the 
decision was rendered. This decision 
was favorable to the railroad, and 
aguinst the Interstate commerce com- 
mission. He also produced Judge Arch- 
bald’s reply, which wag highly ‘compli- 
mentary to the attorney.

NECRO REBELLION 
GROWING WORSE 


Pessimistic Reports in Regard 
lo Conditions in Cuba, 


Washington, May 29.—Doubt is exe 
presseq here that the Cuban govern- 
ment will have 9,000 troops and volun- 
teers in Oriente province within the 
next few days. The report that the 
government would muster that number 
is believed to have been confused with 
the fact that President Gomez has is- 
sued a large number of rifles to law- 
abiding citizens to protect their prop- 
erty against attacks from rebel! bands. 

It is admitted here that the move- 
ment is becoming worse in Oriente 
with the probability that the flame-of 
insurrection may burst out again in 
other provinces where the disturb- 
ances are believed to have been quell- 
ed. It is declared at the state depart- 
ment that there is now no intention of 
increasing the American naval force 


‘in Cuban waters 


If it becomes necessary to send some 
of the vessels now at Key West to 
Cuban ports such an Intention of this 
government will not be communicated 
to President Gomez. The notification 
thatthe United Statesintended to. ren- 
dezvous the second squadron at Key 
West as a precautionary. measure for 
the protection of American and foreign 
lives in Cuba should that government 
be unable to do so is deemed sufficient. 

The gunboat Nashville, in command 
of Commander Casey B., Morgan, ar- 
rived at Nipe bay from Guantanamo 
late last night. The vessel] was dis- 
patched there to investigate condi- 
tions reported to be serious.

LEADER OF THE CUBAN NEGROES 

SAYS REBELLION IS NOT RACIAL 

Havana, May 29.—General Evaristo 
Estenoz, one of the leaders of the 
rebels in the province of Oriente, in 
the course of an interview with a 
epecial correspondent of El Dia on the 
subject of the causes and progress of 
the negro rebellion in Cuba, says: 

“The primary cause of the-uprising 
is the failure of the government to re- 
peal the Morua law, which provides 
that there shal] be no recognition of 
political parties or racial lines and is 
offensive to the negroes. Another 
cause is that action of the government 
and the law courts in genying negroes 
their civil and political rights. 

“The movement is not a racial one, 
but simply the action of certain Cuban 
citizens to assert their rights at all 
hazards. We have no hostility to the 
white people and I have given strict 
orders that no violence shall be on the 
persons of whites under the pain of 
death. One of our soldiers hag been 
hanged for .violating this order.” 

General Estenoz continued: “If the 
Americans intervene they will recog- 
nize me and my followers as a political 
party. We are prepareg to continue 
fighting whatever happens. 

“All the responsibilities for interven- 
tion must rest on the shoulders of 
President Gomez and the government.” 
PRESIDENT GOMEZ DECLARES 

REBELLION WILL BE CRUSHED 

Havana, May 29.—The capital. still 
awaits with keenest expectancy news 
of decisive fighting in the western 
section of Oriente province, where the 
national and insurgent forces have 
been face to face ‘for several days. Up 
to the present there have been only a 
few trifling skirmishes bv the out- 
posts and occasional raids by the reb- 
els on small towns and. confirmation 
has been received of previous reports 
that some small squads of rurales have 
been captured. 

In the meantime President Gomez 
has deemed it expedient to make an 
officia] statement with respect to the 
situation as the government views it, 
and has issued a proclamation, in 
which he says: 

“A group of men belonging to the 
colored race have risen in arms, and

Chihuahua, May 29.—Intimating that 
the revolutionaries may be unable to 
restrain the populace in its indigna- 
tion when it realizes the extent of the 
assistance being given the Mexican 
government in its fight against the 
rebels, General Orozco and his fellow 
Officers have protested to Marion 
Letcher, consular representative of the 
United States, against the attitude of 
the American government in permit- 
\ting Mexican authorities to recruit and 
equfp soldiers north of the interna- 
tional boundary, The protest has been 
ordered published widely in both Span- 
ish and English. It is directed to 
Madero and the United States, 


Am Agreement Charged. 

After a recital in detail of many in- 
stances in which the American authori- 
ties have aided the Madero govern- 
ment, especially in permitting Consul 
Liorente at El Paso to recruit and 
equip men for the force commanded at 
Ojinga by General Sanjingez, and the 
failure o® the authorities to turn back 
federals defeated at Guadelupe when 
a few swam the river to safetyj it 1s 
intimated that there exists between 
Madero and the government at Wash- 
ington some agreement regarding a 
huge recompense. 

It is suggested that possibly the 
American government has been prom- 
ised by Madero some concession in the 
nature of land holdings. 

Back of all is the fact that the 
American government has crippled se- 
riously the rebels by its stringent ap- 
plication of the laws, preventing the 
importation of ammunition. The reb- 
els characterize the attitude as emi- 
nently unfair. | 

Madero, in the protest, is styJed a 
traitor, and the American government 
is accused of assuming an attitude 
that {s little short of intervention. At- 
tention is called to the fact that here- 
tofore the revolutionary authorities 
have given every guarantee of safety 
to foreigners, and especially Ameri- 
cans, and such guarantees still are 
promised, but with reservations. 

It is suggested that in some in- 
Stances the populace might become so 
incensed as to take revenge on Amer- 
icans, and that in’some caseg the au- 
thorities might bé unable to furnish 
restraint, in case the. declaration is 
made that the revolutionary authori- 
ties will not consider themselves ~e- 
sponsible. 


Americans to Leave. 


Americans who planned to leave here 
as aresult of the ilntimation today from 
General Orozco to American Consu! 
Letcher that foreigners may find them. 
selves embarrassed, owing to the al- 
leged partiality of*the United States 
to the Madero government, were unable 
to go. The regular train from here to 
El Paso did not leave today, water 
shortage being the official explana- 
tion. given. 

Issuance of the protest to the Amer- 
ican consul citing the alleged recruit- 
ing by the Mexican consu] at El Paso 
of soldiers for the federal cause as an 
instance of the supposed favoritism by 
the United States to the Mexican gov- 
ernment stirred the foreign colony to 
apprehension. 

The protest is a sequel to recent 
anti-American manifestations resulting 
from President Taft's proclamation for- 
bidding the exportation of arms into 
the rebel zone. The liberals here 
Claim they are fighting two govern- 
ments—the United States as well as 
Madero, and argue that they would 
have checked the advance of the fed- 
erals under Genera] Huerta but for a 
scarcity of ammunition. Desperate ef- 
forts continue to be made to get am- 
munition. 

Orozco Needs Money. 

Money conditiong are unsettled and 
cash is needed by the liberals. The 
Banco Minero closed today. This is 
the second bank to close within a 
week, the Bank of Sonora being the 
first. Both institutions are said to be 
solvent, but without sufficient currency 
to continue business. To get money to 
continue the campaign, a meeting of 
representative business men of Chi- 
huahua was held at the request of the 
revolutionary officers there. A com- 
mission was appointed to study the 
problem. 

Four foreigners were present, but re- 
fused to agree to a contribution of a 
million pesos said to be desired by the 
liberals. 
$10,000,000 GOLD LOAN PLACED 

BY THE MEXICAN. GOVERNMENT 

Mexico City, May 29.—The Mexican 
departmen; of finance has placed the 
$10,000,000 gold loan recently author- 
ized by congress, for the building up 
of the army, with Speyer & Co., of 
New York, and Speyer Brothers, of 
London. The bonds mature one year 
from date. They draw 4% per cent 
interest, and were taken at 99. 

Minister of Finance Ernesto Madero 
made this statement today. He said 
he had received various offers from 
foreign bankers, and thus had been 
able to choose that which was the 
mest advantageous for Mexico. 3 

The minister pointed to the high 
price paid for the bonds as an evidence 
of the confidence felt hy foreign finan- 
ciers in the future of Mexico and in 
the {present administration. In has 
opinion the outlock is improving daily. 
Already, he declared, the fighting 
'strength of the country is 46,000 men, 
without taking into consideration the 
forces of the individual states.

SHORT SELLING 
IN STOCK MARKET 


The Opening Was Steady, But 
Selling and Liquidation 
Caused Decline. 


New York, May 29.—The stock mar- 
ket today was decidedly more ani- 
mated, but at the expense of quoted 
values. A combination of liquidation 
and short selling, influenced prices by 
unfavorable railroad earnings, caused 
a sudaen reversal from the steadiness 
of the opening.
